3. The CSO is grateful to the various Ministries/Departments and Public Undertakings under the 
Central and State Governments for the continued and generous co-operation extended by them in 
providing the desired data to enable the Organisation to bring out the publication in the most compre- 
hensive and informative form. 


4. Data maintenance, its validation and updation, preparation of charts and maps and genera- 
tion of the manuscript in camera-ready form have been carried out in the Statistical Intelligence Unit 
of the CSO. The officers and staff of the unit have done a commendable job in bringing out this 
publication under the overall guidance of Shri Jagdish Singh, Additional Director General, who was 
ably assisted by Shri B.B. Singh, Joint Director, Deputy Director Shri Dina Nath and Assistant Director 
Shri Tej Vir Singh.

his section includes abstract of available data on 
area and population of the Indian Union based 
on the decadal Census of population. 


Table 1.1 


This table contains data on area, total population and 
its classification according to sex and urban and rural 
population. In the Census, urban area is defined as 
follows: 


{a) All statutory towns i.e. all places with a 
municipality, corporation, cantonment board or 
notified town area committee. 


(b) All other places which satisfy the following criteria: 
(i) a minimum population of 5,000. 
(ii) at least 75 per cent of male working 
population engaged in non-agricultural 
pursuits; and 
(iii) a density of population of at least 400 persons 
per sq.km. 


Besides, Census of India has included in consultation 
with State Governments/ Union Territory 
Administrators, some places having distinct urban 
charactristics as urban even if such places did not 
strictly satisfy all the criteria mentioned under category 
(b) above. Such marginal cases include major project 
colonies, areas of intensive industrial development, 
railway colonies, important tourist centres etc. 


In the case of Jammu and Kashmir, the population 
figures exclude information on area under unlawful 
occupation of Pakistan and China where Census could 
not be undertaken.

CHAPTER 2 





Rainfall 


ainfall is recorded by the India Meteorological 

Department at 649 surface and 671 

Hydromet observatories. In addition there 
are about 7,741 rain recording stations maintained by 
the various State Governments who publish the data 
emanating therefrom. 


Daily rainfall is recorded at 0830 hours everyday 
throughout the country. The amount is the total 
rainfall for the preceding 24 hours ending at 0830 
hours of the date of measurement. 


The ‘actual monthly’ rainfall of the sub-division for that 
year is the mean of monthly rainfall of the available 
stations. The sum of these for the 12 months is the 
‘actual annual’ rainfall of the sub-division for that year. 


The ‘monthly normal’rainfall of the sub-division is the 
mean of the ‘monthly normals’of the corresponding 
stations. The ‘annual normal’ for the sub-division is 
the sum of these 12 monthly normals. Normal is an 
average of all data since 1901 or from 
commencement of the stations, whichever is later, 
these are updated each decade. The normals used 
here are for 1901-70. The normal given for the sub- 
division, however, varies for each month/year because 
normals of only those stations, whose data is received 
during that year (for actual) are only being used. 


This section gives the data of normal and actual 
rainfall with reference to meteorological sub-divisions 
mentioned therein. The rainfall figures for the year 
1991 are based on the data recorded at the 
observatory stations, while the other figures from 


—_o———— 
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1992 and onwards are based on the available data 
recorded at both departmental observatories and state 
raingauge stations. The sub-divisional means are 
provisionally worked out on the basis of observatory 
data only, since there is a considerable tirne lag in the 
receipt of the rainfall data from the States. 


Table 2.1 gives sub-divisionwise actual and normal 
monthly rainfall. 


Table 2.2 gives, at sub-divisional level, actual annual 
rainfall data for the individual years.

hactare of principal crops in India. The section 
also contains a table on index numbers of agricultural 
production and on agricultural implements and 
machinery. The source for these data is the Ministry 
of Agriculture, which, however collects primary data 
from individual State Authorities. 


Table 3.1 
Reported Area 


This table presents data regarding area classified by 
categories of land utilisation which are explained 


below: 


Reported Area is the area for which information on 
‘land use by classification of area’ is available. 
Generally land utilisation figures are based on the 
returns prepared by the village staff for revenue 
purposes. 


Area under ‘forests'includes area actually forested or 
lands classed or administered as forests under any 
legal enactment dealing with forests whether State- 
owned or private and whether wooded or maintained 
as potential forest land. The area of crops raised in 
the forests and grazing lands open for grazing within 
the forests are also included under the forest area. 


Figures of forest area shown in the table do not tally 
with corresponding figures of area given in forest 
section for the following reasons: 
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(a) Differences in periods covered: The period of 
preparation of two sets of figures differ. These 
figures based on Agricultural Statistics Returns 
generally relate to the Agricultural Year (July-June) 
where as the forest area presented in the forest 
section relates to the financial Year (April-March). 


(b) Diversity in the meaning attached to the term 
“Area Under Forests” in the Indian Forests 
Statistics Returns, the whole area including non- 
wooded area under the control of Forests Deptt., 
is utilisation. 


(c) Differences in coverage: Forest Deptt. reports are 
expected to cover all forest areas in the States but 
Agricultural Statistics relate only to the reporting 
area. 


Area not available for cultivation is the land which as 
absolutely barren or uncultivable or covered by 
building, water, roads, railways, mountains, deserts or 
otherwise appropriated for non-agricultural purposes. 


Other unclultivated land excluding current fallows, 
include the following categories: 


(i) Permanent pastures and other grazing lands which 
cover all grazing lands whether they are 
permanent pastures and meadows or not and 
village common grazing lands. 


(ii) Land under miscellaneous trees, crops and groves 
not included in the net area sown which includes 
all cultivable land, not included under area sown 
but put to some agricultural use. Land under 
casuarina trees and others groves for fuel, etc. 
which are not included under orchards, are also 
included in this category. 


(iii) Culturable Waste land which includes all lands 
available for cultivation but not taken up for 
cultivation or taken up for cultivation once but not 
cultivated during the year and the last five years or 
miore in succession. 


Fallow land implies all.lands which were taken up for 
cultivation but are temporarily out of cultivation for a 


period of not less than one year and not more than 
five years. “Fallow land” has been split up into (i) 
“current fallow land”; and (ii) “other fallow land” 
Lands lying fallow for a period of one year, are 
included under “current fallows”, those lying fallow for 
more than one year but less than five years, are 
included under “other fallow land” while those fallow 
beyond a period of five years, are included under 
“culturable wastes” or under “miscellaneous tree crops 
and groves” (not included under net area sown) as the 
case may be. 


Net area sown, area sown more than once and total 
cropped area:- In computing the aggregate net area 
sown, area sown more than once has been counted 
only once. However, while calculating the total 
cropped area, if different crops are raised in a year on 
a given land, the same area is accounted more than 
once. 


Tables 3.2 and 3.2 


Figures are given for area and production of principal 
crops in tables 3.2 and 3.3 respectively. Regular all 
India forecasts are issued in regard to most of these 
crops viz., all food grains, oilseeds, fibres, potatoes, 
sugarcane, ginger, black pepper, chillies and tobacco. 
The estimates of area and production of coffee, tea 
and rubber are based on special returns received from 
the State Governments in connection with the all-India 
publications on these crops. For some recent years, 
however, in the absence of necessary data, from the 


. State Govts., figures as available from Coffee Board, 


Tea Board & Rubber Board have been provisionally 
adopted. 


The data relate to crop year ending June unless 
otherwise stated. Figures for the latest year are the 
final forecasts while those for the year 1996-97 are 
partially revised estimates as issued from time to time 
along with final forecasts. Figures for earlier years are 
fully revised estimates.

This table presents data regarding average vields of 
principal crops in quintals per hectare. Average yields 
per hectare of principal crops have been obtained by 
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dividing the total production by the corresponding total 
area under each crop. All India and State average 
yield per hectare has generally been calculated on the 
basis of area and production figures rounded up to 
hundreds in the case of forecast crops. In the case of 
tea, coffee, rubber and minor crops average yield has 
been calculated on the basis of area and production 
figures upto the unit place. In the case of coffee yields 
per hectare relate to plucked area and in the case of 
rubber to tapped area.

This table shows the index of agricultural production in 
India on base : Crop years-triennium ending 1981- 
82=100. The index covers 42 crops divided into two 
main groups and 8 sub-groups. Weights have been 
assigned to different crop indices in proportion to the 
total value of production of each crop during the base 
periods. The output has been evaluated at annual 
harvest prices prevailing during the year. In a few 
cases where reliable harvest prices were not available, 
average wholesale-prices during the post harvest 
period have been used with appropriate adjustrnent. 
Weights allotted to each crop are mentioned in the 
table. During recent years.a number of additional 
crops have been covered under the system of crop 
estimation. The coverage of the all India series has 
thus been enlarged by including these additional crops 
viz., fruits and vegetables, turmeric & arecanuts, guar 
seed etc. These 42 crops now account for nearly 96% 
of total gross cropped area in the country. 


The change over during the last decade or so from the 
traditional method of reporting area and production of 
crops to the method of complete enumeration in the 
case of area and to crop estimation survey for 
estimation of yield rates and also increase in reporting 
area, have taken place progressively in respect of 
different crops in different states. To provide for these 
changes in coverage and methods of estimation, the 
index numbers of agricultural production are 
constructed by the chain-base method under which the 
production of a crop during. a year is expressed as a 
relative to that of the corresponding production in the 
preceding year, based on the same coverage and 
methods of estimation. These relatives for each crop 
are linked to the base year through the intervening 
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chain relatives to give the production index for the 
crop. 


The application of chain-base method involves two 
assumptions which are: 


(i) The variation in production in the non-reporting 
areas is the same as that in the reporting areas in 
the aggregate; and 

(ii) The relative variation in the figures of production 
based on crop-estimation surveys is the same as 
that based on the traditional method of crop 
estimation employing eye-appraisal and normal 
yield figures. 


The practical implications of (ii) above are that for the 
transitional year, that is, when the method of 
estimation undergoes a change the estimates of 
production should be available on the basis of both the 
traditional method and the crop-estimation surveys.

where they exist and through other local staff, where 
they do not. In the urban areas, staff of the 
Municipality or Notified Area Committee collect the 
information. The data are compiled by the 
Department of Agriculture, Animal Husbandry or Land 
Revenue, as the case may be,in the different States 
and consolidated returns showing district wise details 
are furnished to the Directorate of Economics and 
Statistics,Ministry of Agriculture. The 15th Livestock 
Census was conducted in different States with 15th 
October, 1992 as the reference date. While some of 
the States carried out the Census as per schedule, 
others had to postpone it due to administrative 
and organisational difficulties. The States/Union 
Territories which conducted Census with different 
reference dates are given below:

ata in this section restricted to the production 

of raw silk and_ silk yarn are collected by the 

Central Silk Board, with the co-operation of 
Sericulture Departments in the States. 


Raw silk is of two kinds, viz., mulberry and non- 
mulberry. The distinction arises from the rearing of 
silk-worms either upon mulberry leaves or on other 
plants. Mulberry silk’ is produced mainly in 
Karnataka, West Bengal, Jammu & Kashmir, Assam, 
Punjab, Tamil Nadu and Andhra Pradesh although 
some other States have made some progress in this 
direction under their development plans. Non- 
Mulberry silk comprising Tasar, Eri and Muga is 
produced in Assam, Bihar, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, 
Manipur and West Bengal. 


The different types of non-mulberry silk and spun silk 
and noil yarn are further defined as follows: 


Tasar Silk 


It is silk reeled from cocoons of silkworms belonging 
to saturnidae family, which are fed on leaves of oak, 
asan and arjan trees. Tasar silk is mainly produced in 
Bihar, Madhya Pradesh, West Bengal and Orissa. 
Efforts are being made to introduce oak tasar rearing 
in the State of Manipur, Jammu and Kashmir, 
Himachal Pradesh and Uttar Pradesh. 


Eri Silk 


It is spun from cocoons of silkworms belonging to

saturnidae family, which are fed on castor leaves. Eri 
yarn is produced in Assam, Bihar and West Bengal. 
Unlike other kinds of silk, this cannot be reeled and 
hence it is only spun. It has natural copperish colour. 


Muga Silk 


It is silk produced only in Assam from cocoons of 
silk worms belonging to saturnidae family, which are 
fed on Som and Soalu leaves. It has a rich golden 


colour. 
Spun Silk Yarn 


Yarn composed of silk filaments of lengths ranging 
from 1 to 8 inches produced by bleaching, dressing 
and spinning the silk waste which is the by-product of 
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the raw silk reeling industry. 
Noil Yarn 


It is short-staple residue obtained during dressing 
operations in silk spinning from silk waste. It is a by- 
product of spun silk Industry. This can be spun into 
Noil Yarn of coarse counts.

Mining 


he activity of mining and quarrying covers 

underground and surface mines, quarries and 

wells and includes extraction of minerals 
and also all the supplemental activities such as 
dressing and beneficiation of ores and other crude 
materials, like crushing, screening, washing, cleaning, 
grading, milling floatation, melting, pelletising, 
topping and other preparations carried out at the 
mine site which are needed to render the material 
marketable. 


The section presents data on quantity, value and 
Index Numbers of Mineral Production in India, which 
covers the entire production in the mining and 
quarrying sector except those minerals which are 
declared as prescribed substances under the Atomic 
Energy Act, 1962 and for minor minerals which are 
defined under the Mines and Minerals (Regulation and 
Development) Act,1957. 


The primary sources of the data on production of 
minerals other than solid and fossil fuels, atomic 
minerals and minor minerals are the statutory returns 
submitted by mine owners to the Indian Bureau of 
Mines under provisions of the Mineral Conservation 
and Development Rules,1958. The Bureau obtains 
data on coal from the Coal Controller, Calcutta in 
respect of all States except Jammu & Kashmir for 
which the source is the J & K Minerals Ltd., 
Jammu. Data on lignite are collected from the 
Gujarat Mineral Development Corporation Ltd., 
Ahmedabad and the Neyveli Lignite Corporation Ltd., 
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Neyveli. Statistics relating to petroleum and natural 
gas are collected from the Ministry of Petroleum & 
Natural gas, New Delhi. 
atomic minerals are collected by the Department 
of Atomic Energy. Statistics relating to “minor 
minerals” are collected from the State Governments.

(crude) are shown separately for the off-shore 
deposits in Bombay High.

These two tables present data regarding Annual Survey 
of Industries(ASI), the scope and coverage of which are 
described below: 


The ASI replaced both the Census of Manufacturing 
Industries (CMI) and the Sample Survey of 
Manufacturing Industries (SSMI) with effect from the 
survey year,1959. The survey is conducted under the 
statutory provisions of “Collection of Statistics Act, 
1953” and the rules framed there-under in 1959, 
except in Jammu and Kashmir where it is conducted 
under the State Collection of Statistics Act, 1961 and 
the Rules framed there-under in 1964. These tables give 
information on important characteristics of 
manufacturing industries from 1990-91 to 1995-96 at 
all-India (all Industries) and for 1995-96 Statewise and 
industry group-wise. ;

The ASI extends to the entire country except the States 
of Arunachal Pradesh, Mizoram, Nagaland, Sikkim 





and Union Territory of Lakshadweep. It covers all 
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factories registered under section 2 m(i) and 2 miii) of 
the Factories Act of 1948, which respectively refer to 
the factories emplying 10 or more workers and using 
power and those employing 20 or more workers but not 
using power on any day of the preceding 12 months. 
The survey also covers bidi and cigar manufacturing 
establishments registered under Bidi and Cigar Workers 
(Condition of Employment) Act, 1966 and employing 
10 or more workers using power and 20 or more 
workers not using power. All the electricity undertakings 
engaged in the generation, transmission and distribution 
of electricity registered with the Central Electricity 
Authority are covered under ASI irrespective of their 
employment size.Certain services and activities like cold 
storage,water supply, repair of motor vehicles and other 
consumer durables like watches etc, are covered 
under the Survey. Defence establishments, oil storage 
and distribution depots., restaurants, hotels, cafes and 
computer services and also the technical training 
institutes are excluded from the purview of the Survey. 


Since 1966 onwards AS] relates to the accounting year 
of the factories on any day between 1st April to 31st 
March of the next year. The Annual Survey of 
Industries upto 1965 related to the calendar year with 
the exception of sugar, cotton ginning and pressing 
factories and electrical undertakings for which the 
reference periods were respectively the year ending 
30th June, 31st August and 31st March 
respectively. Reference year is accounting year of the 
factory ending on 31st March. 


Definitions and concepts of some of the terms used in 
these tables are mentioned below: 


Fixed Capital: represents the depreciated value of 
fixed assets owned by the factory as on the closing date 
of the accounting year. Fixed assets are those which 
have a normal productive life of more than one year. 
Fixed capital covers all types of assets, new or used or 
own constructed, deployed for production, 
transporation, living or recreational facilities, hospitals, 
schools, etc. for factory personnel. It includes the fixed 


assets of the head office allocable to the factory and also 





SO 





the full value of assets taken on hire-purchase basis. 
(whether fully paid or not) excluding interest element. It 
excludes intangible assets and assets solely used for post 
manufacturing activities such as sale, storage, distribution 
etc. 


Physical Working Capital: is defined to include all 
physical inventories owned, held or controlled by 
factories as on closing date of the accounting year such 
as the materials, fuels & lubricants, stores etc. that 
enter into products manufactured by the factory itself or 
supplied by the factory to others for processing. Physical 
working capital also includes the stock of the materials, 
fuels and stores etc. purchased expressly for resale, 
semi-finished goods and work in progress on account of 
others and goods made by factories which are ready for 
sale at the end of accounting year. However, it does 
not include the stock of the materials, fuels, stores etc. 
supplied by others, to the factory for processing, 
finished goods, goods processed by others from raw 
materials supplied by the factory and held by them or 
included and finished goods processed by the factory 
from raw material supplied by others are excluded. 


Working Capital: is the sum tctal of the physical 
working capital as already defined above and the cash 
deposits in hand and at bank and the net balance of 
amounts receivable over amounts payable at the end of 
the accounting year. Working capital, however, excludes 
unused overdraft facility, fixed deposits irrespective of 
duration,! advances for acquisition of fixed assets, loans 
and advances by proprietors and partners irrespective of 
their purpose and duration, long term loans including 
interest thereon and investments. 


Productive Capital : is the total of fixed capital and 
workinmg capital as defined above. 


Invested Capital: is the total of fixed capital and 
physical working capital as defined above. 


Depreciation: is consumption of fixed capital due to 
wear and’ tear and obsolsences during the accounting 
year and is taken as provided by the factory owner or 
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is estimated on the basis of cost of installation and 
working life of the fixed assets. 


Workers ; are defined to include all persons employed 
directly or through any agency whether for wages 
or not and engaged in any manufacturing process or in 
cleaning any part of the machinery or premise used for 
manufacturing process or in any other kind of work 
incidental to or connected with the manufacturing 
process or the subject of the manufacturing process. 
Labour engaged in the repair and maintenance or 
production of fixed assets for factories own use or 
labour employed for generating electricity or producing 
coal, gas are included. However, persons holding 
positions of supervision or management, or employed in 
administrative office, store keeping section and welfare 
section, sales department as also those engeged in the 
purchase of raw materials etc. and in production of the 
fixed assets for the factory and watch and ward staff, 
are excluded. 

Total Persons Engaged relates to all persons 
engaged by the factory whether for wages or not, in 
work connected directly or indirectly with the 
manufacturing process and _ include all 
administrative,technical, clerical staff as also labour 
engaged in production of capital assets for factory's own 
use. This is inclusive of persons holding supervisory or 
managerial positions or engaged in administrative 
office, store keeping section and welfare section, sales 
department as also those engaged in the purchase of 
raw materials etc.and the production of fixed assets for 
the factory and watch and ward staff. It also includes all 
working proprietors and their family members who are 
actively engaged in the work of the factory even 
without any pay and the unpaid members of the co 
operative societies who worked in or for the factory in 


any direct and productive capacity. 


The number of workers or employees is an average 
number, obtained by dividing mandays worked defined 
later by the number of days the factory had worked 
during the reference year. In case of factories where 
only repair, maintenance or construction activities are 
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carried, the average is calulated by deviding the mandays 
worked by the 
maintenance/constructions work was carried on. 


number of days, repair and 


Mandays: rerpresents the total number of mandays 
worked and not mandays paid for by the factory during 
the accounting year.It is obtained by summing-up the 
number of persons of specified categories attending in 
each shift over all the shifts worked on all days (working 
and non-working). 


Wages : are defined to include all remunerations 
capable of being expressed in monetary terms and 
also payable more or less regularly in each pay period 
to workers, defined above as compensation for work 
done during the accounting year. It includes a) direct 
wages and salary (ie. basic wages/salaries, payment of 
overtime, dearness, compensatory, house rents and 
other allowances), (b) venumeration for period not 
worked (i.e.basic wages, salaries and allowances payable 
for leave period,paid holiday,lay-off payments and 
compensation for unemployment, if not paid from 
(c) bonuses and ex- 
gratia payments paid both at regular and at less frequent 
good attendance 
bonuses, productive bonuses, prtofit, sharing bonuses, 
festival or year end bonuses etc.). Jt excludes lay-off 
payments which are made from trust or other social 
funds set up expressly for this purpose i.e. payments 
not made by the employer. It also excludes inputted 
value of the benefits in kind, erployer’s contribution 
to the old-age benefits and other social security charges, 
direct expenditure on maternity benefits and creches and 


sources other than employers), 


intervals (ie. incentives bonuses, 


other group benefits.. Travelling and other expenditure 
incurred for the business purposes and re-imbursed by 
the employer are excluded. The wages are expressed 
in terms of gross value i.e. before deduction for fines, 
damages, taxes, provident funds, employee's state 
insurance contribution etc. 


Total Emoluments: are defined in the same way as 
wages defined above but paid to all employees plus plus 
imputed value of benefits in kind ie the net cost to the 
employer on those goods and services provided to 
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employees free of charge or at markedly reduced cost 
which are clearly and primarily of benefits to the 
employees as consumers. 


Contribution to Provident and Other Funds: 
includes old age benefits like provident fund, pension, 
gratuity etc. and employer’s contribution towards other 
social security charges such as employee's state 
insurance, compensation for work injuries, occupational 
diseases, provident fund linked insurance, retrenchment 
and lay-off benefits. 


Workmen and_ staff welfare expenses include group 
benefits like direct expenditure.on maternity, creches, 
canteen facilities; educational,cultural and recreational 
facilities and grants to trade unions, cooperative stores 
etc. meant for employees. 


Old Age Benefits: relate to employer's contribution to 
old age benefits like provident fund, pension, gratuity 
etc. 


Social Security Charges: include employer’s 
contribution towards other social security charges such 
as employee's state insurance, compensation for work 
injuries, occupational diseases, maternity benefits, 
retrenchment and lay-off benefits etc. 


Other benefits: consist of direct expenditure on 
maternity, creches, canteen facilities, educational, 
cultural and recreational facilities and grant to trade 


unions, co-operative stores etc., meant for eniployees. 


Fuels Consumed: represent total purchase value of all 
items of fuels, lubricants, electricity, water etc. consumed 
by the factory during the accounting year including 
gasline and other fuels for vehicles except those which 
directly enter into products as materials consumed. It 
excludes that part of fuels which is produced and 
consumed by the factory in manufacture i.e., all 
intermediate products and also fuels consumed by 
employees as part of amenities.Jt includes quantities 
acquired and consumed from allied concerns, their book 


value being taken as their purchase value and also the 
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quantities consumed in production of machinery or 
other capital items for factory’s own use. 


Materials Consumed: represents the total delivered 
value of all items of raw materials, components, 
chemicals, packing materials and stores which actually 
entered into the production process of the factory during 
the accounting year. It also includes the cost of all 
materials used,in the production of fixed assets 
including construction work for factory’s own use. It, 
however, excludes all intermediate products consumed 
during the accounting year (Intermediate products in the 
above context mean all those products which are 
produced by the factory but are subject to further 
manufacturing process). 


Total Input: comprises total value of fuels, materials 
consumed as defined above as well as expenditures such 
as (a)cost of contract and commission work done by 
others on materials supplied by the factory (b) cost of 
materials consumed for repair and maintenance of 
factory’s fixed assets including cost of repairs and 
maintenance work done by others to the factory’s fixed 
assets; (c) inward freight and transport charges, rates 
and taxes excluding income taxes; postage;telephones 
and telex expenses;insurance charges; banking charges; 
and cost of printing and stationary etc. 


Products: are defined to include the ex-factory value 
(i.e. exclusive of taxes, duties etc. on sale and inclusive 
of subsidies etc., if any) of all products and by-products 
excluding intermediate products that have been 
completed during the accounting year for sale whether 
actually sold during the accounting year or not. Also 
include fixed assets produced by the factory for its use.It 
also includes the net value of change in the stock of 
semi-finished goods representing the excess of change 
in the stock of semifinished goods at the end of 
accounting year that at the beginning of the year. 


Semi-Finished Goods: refer to the imputed value of 
all materials which have been partially processed by the 
factory but which are not usually sold without further 
processing. It includes the work in progress on account 
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of others, but excludes the value of semi-finished fixed 
assets produced for factory’s own use. 


Gross Output: is defined to include the ex-factory 
value of products and bi-products manufactured {as 
defined above) during the accounting year. It also 
includes the receipt for non-industrial services rendered 
to others, the receipt for work done for others on 
materials supplied by them, value of electricity sold and 
net balance of goods sold in the same condition as 
purtchased. The term Gross output, value of output and 
total output have been used in the text interchangeably 
to mean the same thing. 


Net Value Added: is the increment to the value of 
goods and services that is contributed by the factory and 
is obtained by deducting the value of total inputs and 
depreciations from value of output. 


Rent Paid: represents the amount of royalty paid in 
the nature of rent for the use of the fixed assets in the 
factory. 

Interest Paid: includes all interest paid on factory 
account on loans, whether short term or long term, 
irrespective of duration and the nature of agencies from 
which the loan was taken. Interest paid to partners and 
proprietors on capital or loan are excluded. 


Net Fixed Capital Formation:represents the excess of 
net fixed capital at the end of accounting year over that 
at the beginning of the year. 


Gross Fixed Capital Formation: is obtained by adding 
depreciation to net fixed capital formation as 
mentioned above.

This table presents the index numbers of industrial 
production with base 1993-94=100. The first index 
called the Interim Index of Industrial Production with 
1946 as the base, covered 35 items. It was revised to 
base 1951 increasing the number of items to 88 and 
published in October,1955. This was again revised and 
published in July 1962 after shifting the base to 1956 
and covering 201 items. The index was subsequently 
revised to base 1960=100. The monthly index of this 
series was based on 312 items and the annual index 
was based on 436 items. These index numbers were 
published in July-August, 1967(Supplement) of Monthly 
Statistics of Production of Selected Industries. This index 
has been further revised to base 1970=100. These 
index numbers have been published in March 1975, 


issue of Monthly Statistics of Production of Selected 
Industries. This index has been again revised with 1980- 
81 base. This has been released to the public in 
February 1987 and published in July 1987 issue of 
Monthly Abstract cf Statistics. Again the Index has been 
revised with 1993-94 base. 


The index is a simple weighted arithmetic mean 
of production relatives, the weights being 
proportional to gross value of output as available from 
ASI-1993-94 factory sector. At the industry indicator 
levels, the weights were allocated in proportion to their 
gross value of output. The index is calculated by the 
formula:

Where I is the index, Ri is the production relative for 
the item ‘i’for the month in question and with weight 
allotted to it. The index has been revised from time 
to time to reflect adequately the industrial growth by 
shifting the comparison base to a recent period by 
covering larger number of items and industries and by 
improving, as far as practicable, the technique of 
construction,

for the detailed three and four digit items have been 
stopped Central Statistical 
Organisation.

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Foreign Trade 


he figures represent trade with foreign countries 

both on private and government accounts, 

registered at Indian sea-ports, airports and land 
custom stations. Statistics are recorded on the basis of 
the general system of registration under which the goods 
arriving from abroad are first included under imports and 
when they are shipped again they are included under re- 
exports. With effect from April, 1963 trade arising in 
Goa, Daman & Diu, Andaman & Nicobar Islands and 
Lakshadweep is included. In the case of Nepal airborne 
trade alone was covered upto March, 1964, 
subsequently it covers trade both by land and air. The 
sources of foreign trade statistics are customs and 
central excise authorities. These are compiled by the 
Directorate General of Commercial Intelligence & 
Statistics from the bills of entry and shipping bills.

From April 1948 total value of foregin trade of India by 
all routes (i.e sea, air and land) has been taken into 
account for the purpose of calculating the balance of 
trade. All foregin trade transactions in gold,currency 
notes and coins are included under treasure.Balance of 
trade in treasure refers to gold and silver upto December 
1956 and thereafter to gold only.

Goods entered for storage in bonded warehouses and 
afterwards exported therefrom are included under 
‘imports and re-exports’. Transhipment trade is not 
recognised for the purposes of Indian trade returns and 
is, thus, not included here. Direct transit trade is also 
excluded while indirect transit trade is included as 
imports first and then as re-exports. 


Imports of baggage of passengers are not included since 
November, 1964. All dutiable articles imported from 
foreign countries by parcel or letter post are included. 
Trade in defence store is omitted with effect from 
october 1979. The diplomatic goods, Gold and current 
coins & notes, ships stores are excluded.

Export figures represent actual shipments as checked by 
the custom officials. The figures of exports relate to 
Indian merchandise alone and re-exports of foreign 
merchandise previously imported into India. Direct 
transit trade, transhipment trade, passenger’s baggage, 
ship’s stores, defence stores, transaction in treasures i.e. 
gold and current coins & notes, diplomatic goods are 
excluded. 


All articles despatched to foreign countries by parcel or 
letter post are included since 1964-65. Transactions in 
silver (other than current coins) and in notes & coins not 
in circulation or withdrawn from circulation and indirect 
transit trade are also included. 


Classification of Trade by Countries-Tables 15.3 
and 15.4 


Imports are classified with reference to the countries 
whence they were consigned to India and not with 
reference to the countries whence they were shipped 
direct to India. The country of consignment is defined 
as that from which the goods have come whether by 
land and sea or by sea only or by air, without 
interruption of transit save in the course of transhipment 
or transfer from one means of conveyance to another. 
Thus the countries where goods are consigned are not 
in all cases the countries of actual origin of goods since 
goods produced in one country may be purchased by a 
firm in another country and thence despatched after an 
interval to India. 


Exports are credited to the country of final destination 
as declared by exporters in the shipping bill whether 
that country possesses a sea-port or not. The country 
of final destination is defined as that to which goods 
exported from India are intended to pass whether by sea 
and land or by sea only or by air without interruption 
of transit,save in the course of transhipment or transfer 
from one means of conveyance to another. 


The figures are those declared by importers and 
exporters in the bills of entry and shipping bills. The 
value of goods represents the wholesale cash price less 
trade discount for which goods(i) the like and quality are 
sold or are capable of being sold at the time and place 
of importation or exportation as the case may be 
without any abatement or deduction whatever, except 
that in the case of goods imported, of the amount of 
duties payable on the importation thereof, or (ii) where 
such price is not ascertainable the cost at which the 
goods of the like quality could be delivered at such place 
without any abatement or deduction except as aforesaid. 
Import valuation in practice corresponds to c.i.f. 
method. Export valuation is based on f.o.b inclussive of 
export duty and/or cess where leviable.

Many significant changes took place in the pattern of 
Indian foreign trade since 1958 and particularly from 
1980. New commodities entered into the exports and 
many other items which were insignificant earlier gained 
importance. The commodity composition of imports, 
too, changed with the changing needs of the country. 
In view of changing pattern of foreign trade, the base 
period was further changed to 1978-79 from 1968-69 
and the corresponding commodities basket was revised. 


Scope and coverage 


In order to ensure adequate coverage of trade for the 
new series of index numbers,the number of items 
included in case of exports and imports has been 
increased to 738 and 623 respectively as against 489 
and 511 in the old series. The coverage of revised 
commodity basket accounts for 85 per cent of the value 
of exports and imports for the year 1978-79. 


Method of Construction 


As in the case of old series, the revised Index Numbers 
are of the fixed base type. The Unit Value (price) Index 


numbers are calculated according to the Paasche 
formula and the Quantum Index Numbers according to 
the Laspeyres formula; these are, however, not 
computed separately but are derived from the former 
indices i.e. Unit Value Index Numbers. 


The method of calculation of Unit Value Indices briefly 
consists of comparing the trade in the current period 
with that valued at base period prices. Symbolically, the 
Unit Value Index Number is given by the formula:

Adjustment for Incomplete Coverage 


It is not possible in practice to include all the commodities 
entering in trade since information on quantities are lacking 
for many miscellaneous items in the trade records. Such 
items cannot be included in the cross valuations and hence 
do not appear directly in the compilation of Index 
Numbers. Adjustments have, therefore, been made in the 
final Index Numbers to allow for incomplete coverage. 
These adjustments are based on the assumption that the 
price changes in the items not covered in a section are 
similar to those shown by the items included in the 
calculation for the section. The method of adjustments can 
be explained symbolically as below:

Coastal Trade 


Tables 15.11 and 15.12 


Coasting trade statistics represent the inland trade 
registered at the ports in the States, that is, the trade 
between one State on one side and all other States on 
the other. The trade among ports within the same state 


has been stated as internal trade within the same 
maritime block. 


The following Maritime Blocks each of which 
corresponds to a Maritime State or Union Tenitory have 
been adopted from April, 1957: 


(1) West Bengal,(2) Orissa,(3) Andhra Pradesh,(4) Tamil 
Nadu,(5) Kerala,(6) Karnataka,(7) Bombay,(8) Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands and (9) Lakshadweep. 


Further, consequent on bifurcation of Bombay State into 
two corresponding maritime blocks(1) Maharashtra and 
(2) Gujarat are being shown from April, 1961. 
Pondicherry has been adopted as a maritime block with 
etfect from the same date and Goa, from April,1963. 
These are that 12 maritime blocks had in respect of 
each of which coastal trade is recorded from April,1963. 


In pursuance of Government orders with effect from 
April, 1964 coastal trade statistics are being compiled on 
import basis from daily trade returns received from the 
ports open to coastal trade. Export figures are being 
derived from import data, as imports into one port 
represents the exports from other ports. 
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Inland Trade 
Table 15.13 


Nature and scope-Inland Trade Statistics represent the 
movement of assignments pertaining to78 items by 
railways and on steamer service, from and into a State 
taken as a whole or a chief port or ports, the trade of 
which is registered separately from that of the state in 
which such port or ports may be situated. Movement of 
trade by other means (e.g. road, air, country boats etc.) 
is thus excluded from the scope of these statistics. 


Trade Block- Prior to April,1962 there were 29 Trade 
Blocks. The list has since been amplified with a view to 
taking into account the bifurcation of the erstwhile 
Bombay State into Gujarat and Maharashtra. It was 
further amplified in April,1965 to provide for separate 
formation of Nagaland.For the purposes of accounts,and 
as from April,1965,India is divided into 31 Trade 
Blocks, representing the States and Union Territories 
except Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, Kerala, Tamil Nadu, 
Maharashtra, Karnataka and West Bengal which have 
been constituted into more than one Trade Block. The 
Reorganisation of the Punjab and Himachal Pradesh has 
been given effect from April, 1967. Chandigarh is 
shown as a separate Trade Block since April 1967. 


Further, a new trade block of Kandla was introduced in 
April,1975 and three more trade blocks namely 
Meghalaya, Arunachal Pradesh and Mizoram were 
introduced in April,1976. Thus number of trade blocks 
stood 38 in April, 1976. 


Method of Registration: The figures from April, 1965 
onwards represent actual exports from each trade block. 
According to arrangement in force, each of the railways 
and the steamer companies registers such traffic as is 
despatched from stations on its line within a particular 
trade block to other trade blocks.Prior to April,1965 
these figures were recorded on imports’ basis. In case 
of Tripura, howevere,there is no railway or steamer 
station or out-agency within the trade block, and special 
arrangements have been made to record the trade. The 
trade of this block is recorded by the following agencies: 


(1) in respect of trade via the Bangladesh Railway by 
certain land and customs stations on the Tripura 
Bangladesh border; 





(2) in respect of trade via Patharkandi station on the 
Assam-Tripura border, by the North East Frontier 
Railway. , 


River borne trade- The statistics upto the period 
ending August,1965 cover only the trade carried by the 
River Steam Navigation Co.Ltd. between the trade 
blocks mentioned below. 


(1) Calcutta 
(2) Assam 
(3) West Bengal (excluding Calcutta) 


No account is taken of (a) trade carried by other steamer 
owners or boat-owners between these trade blocks or (b) 
river borne trade between other trade blocks. 


For the purposes of registration,trade originating in a 
railway and transhipped, through booking 
arrangements,at a railway station to a steamer for 
conveyance to a river station, is treated as carried wholly 
by rail. The above company, however,suspended its 
steamer service from September, 1965. Thus the 
statistics relate only to rail-borne trade from 
September, 1965 to 1971-72, thereafter i.e. from 1972- 
73 the Central Inland Water Transport Corporation 
Ltd.,Calcutta,are furnishing statistics in respect of river 
borne trade between the above mentioned blocks. 


Articles and Units of measurement- The trade in 
certain staple articles only is recorded and the weight 
recorded is the net weight i.e.,the gross weight entered 
in the invoices less certain fixed percentage which have 
been taken to represent the weight of packing etc. From 
1978-79 the weight recorded is the Gross weight. 
Values are not recorded. Figure of oilseeds represent the 
trade in the following varieties: (1) castor, (2) cottonseed, 
(3) groundnut,(4)linseed,(5)rape and mustard,(6)til (jinjili). 
Cotton Piecegoods include both Indian and foreign. Jute 
raw includes both loose and pucca bales. Raw cotton 
figures do not make distinction between ginned and 
unginned. 


Period-. Figures relate generally to the financial year 
April-March, but in the case of raw cotton figures relate 
to the year September-August.

Balance of Payment 


he balance of payments is a systematic record 


of India’s international economic transactions of 

residents with the rest of the world on account 
of merchandise, services, unrequited transfers and 
transfers of capital. Residents cover nationals as well as 
non-nationals residing in the country. Foreign students, 
tourists,foreign diplomatic officers and international 
institutions are not considered to be residents but 
diplomatic officers and armed forces of the country, 
stationed abroad,are treated as residents notwithstanding 


their physical location. 


India’s balance of payments statistics presented in this 
section are derived for the most part from Exchange 


Control Records and the basic data on most of the | 


official transactions,not routed through the banking 
channels, are obtained from the Government agencies 
and the Reserve Bank of India.

In this Table no. 16.1, format of presentation of 
Balance of Payments have been changed by R.B.I. from 
July, 1996. Revised series in the new format has been 
given from the year 1990-91 upto 1997-98. 


A. CURRENT ACCOUNT 


Economic transactions that enter the current account are 
presented in two parts viz., i) Merchandise and ii) 
(nvisibles. A surplus on current account leads to an 
acquisition of assets or repayment of debts previously 
contracted and a deficit involves withrawal of previously 
accumulated assets or is met by borrowings. 
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1. Merchandise- It comprises imports and exports of 
movable goods. Imports are inclusive of insurance 
and freight. Although these two elements come, 
strictly speaking, under the category of services, 
exports are shown f.o.b., by removing the estimated 
portion of freight and insurance from those exports 
that are booked on c.f./c.i.f. basis. 


2. Invisibles 


Travel Credit - This item represents foreign tourists’ 
expenditure during their stay in India and on the debit 
side it covers exchange sold for private and official 
travel. 


Transportation and insurance - Receipts cover 
estimated portion of freight and insurance from the 
exports and disbursements of foreign ships and airlines 
in indian ports etc. Payments include operating 
expenses abroad of Indian steamship and airline 
companies and some freight and insurance payments. 


Investment Income- Receipts include interest earned 
on the investments of RBI and on holdings of SDRs, 
and payments include interest and commitment charges 
on foreign loans,on purchases from the IMF and those 
on cumulative allocation of SDRs. 


Govts.,not included elsewhere - The item includes 
receipts and payments on account of maintenance of 
embassies and diplomatic missions and offices of 
international institutions. 


Miscellaneous- This item covers, mainly, agency services, 
technicians and professional services, royalties, film 
rentals, etc. 


Transfer payments- Official transfer receipts represent 
contra entries for cash receipts and value of aid received 
in kind from foreign Governments and institutions and 
debits cover contributions to international organisations 
and official grants in cash or kind extended to foreign 
Governments. Since April 1964, receipt and payments 
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of pensions on Govt. account are included under this 
item. Private transfers comprise all unilateral transfers 
such as migrants’ transfers, repatriation of savings, 
remittances for family maintenance, contributions and 
donations to religious and charitable institutions etc. 
Receipts also include imports under P.L.480, Title Il 
Programme. Since April 1964, receipts and payments 
of pension and retirement benefits etc. on private 
account are also covered under this head. Private 
transfer receipts also include the contra entry on account 
of Gold and Silver brought in by Indians returning from 
abroad. This treatment is effective from the inception of 
this scheme {i.e. 1992-93 onwards). 


B. CAPITAL ACCOUNT 


Capital account is presented in five broad categories, 
viz., Foreign Investment,laons, banking, Rupee debt 
service and other capital. 


1. Foreign Investment : This is further divided into 
(a) Investment in India and (b) Investsment abroad. 
Investment in India - Direct (Credits) include direct 
investment by the non-residents (both cash and by way 
of financing import of goods/services including rights 
and bonus issues), the debits denote disinvestment. 
Portfolio investment includes purchase and sale of 
shares/ debentures etc., by the non-resident Indians and 
foreign financial institutions and also include Global 
Depository Receipts (GDRs) or American Depository 
Receipts (ADRs) issued abroad by the Indian corporates. 
Investments abroad denote investment abroad (both cash 
and by way of exprot of goods/services) by the Indian. 


2. Loans : 


(a) External Assistance: i) By India: Debits denote aid 
extended by India to other Governments under various 
agreements. Credits represent repayment of such loans. 
(ii) To India: Credits denote multilateral and bilaterals 
loans received under the agreements between 
Government of India and other Governments/ 
International institutions. Debits show repayment of such 








loans by India,except loan repayment to earstwhile 
“Rupee Area” countries which are covered under the 
Rupee Debt Service. This item also includes loans under 
“Trust Fund” of the IMF. 


(b) Commercial Borrowings: All medium/long term 
loans are included under this item. (i) By India: Debits 
denote loans extended by the Export-Import Bank of 
India (EXIM BANK) to various countries as well as 
deferred credit portion of exports made under deferred 
credit arrangements. Credits indicate repayment of such 
loans. (ii) To India:Credit denote drawal/utilisation of 
loans,including Byyers’Credits, Suppliers’ Credits, 
Floating Rate Notes (FRNs), Commercial Paper (CP), 
credits under financial lease, Bonds, Foreign Currency 
Convertible Bonds (FCCB) issued abroad by the Indian 
Corporates. It also includes loans/credits for the defence 
related imports and India Development Bonds (IDB) 
issued by the State bank of India. Accrued interest on 
the commulative portion of IDBs is also included under 
credits. Debits include repayment of loans, redemption 
of FRNs, FCCBs, CPs and IDBs. Transfer of IDBs in 
favour of Resident Indians are treated as redemption. 


c) Short term: Drawals in respect of loans approved 
and utilised with a maturity of less than one year are 
included under credits. Debits denote repayment of such 
loans. Loans contracted by the Public Sector Units 
under the Bankers’ Acceptance Facility (BAF) are also 
included under this item. However, this item does not 
cover the “trade credits” upto 180 days which do not 
require permission under the Exchange Control rules. 


3. Banking Capital ; 


(i) Assets and Liabilities: Represent changes in the 
foreign assets and liabilities of ‘Authorised dealers’. 
Authorised dealers’ foreign assets consist of (a) foreign 
currency holdings, and (b) rupee overdrafts to non- 
resident banks. Their foreign liabilities consist of (a) 
foreign currency liabilities, and (b) rupee liabilities to non- 
resident banks and official and semi-official institutions. 
Credit entries(inflow) represent a fall in assets or an

increase in liabilities, while debit entries (outflows) 
represent an increase in assets or a fall in liabilities. 


(ii) Non-resident deposits: Credits under this item 
include remittances received’ towards various non- 
resident deposit schemes viz., Foreign Currency Non- 
Resident Account (FCNRA) - discontinued in various 
phases up to August, 1994, foreign Currency Non- 
Resident Deposits (Banks) (FCNRB) intruduced in may, 
1993, Non Resident (External) rupee Account (NR(E)RA) 
(Since February, 1970), Non-resident Non-repatriable 
Rupee Deposits (NRNRD) introduced in June, 1992, 
foreign Currency (Banks and Others) Deposits (FCBOD) 
(discontiued in July, 1993) and Foreign Currency 
Ordinary non-repatriable deposits (FCON) (discontinued 
in May, 1994).Credits also include interest accrued and 
credited to these deposits accounts during the year. 
Debits denote redemption of these deposits. 


(iii) Others: These include movement in balances of 
foreign central banks and international institutions like 
IBRD, IDA, ADB, IFC, IFAD etc. maintained with RBI 
as well as movement in balances held abroad in 
balances held abroad by the Embassies of Indian in 
London and Tokyo. This also include movements 
movements in technical credit granted to the erstwhile 
East European countires and their investments in 
Government Treasury Bills and deposits with the 
Government. 


4. Rupee Debt Service: Interest payments on and 
principal repayments on account of civilian and non- 
civilian debt in respect of Rupee Payment Area(RPA), 
are clubbed together and shown separately under this 
item. This is in line with the recommendation of the 
High Level Committee on Balances of Payments 
(Chairman: Dr. C. Rangarajan). 


5. Other capital :This is a residual item and includes 
all capital transactions not included elsewhere. It 
particulary includes funds held abroad, advance receipts 
under deffered exports, India’s subscription to 
International institution, quota payments to [MF,delayed 
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export receipts, remittances towards recouping the 
losses of branches/subsidiaries etc. It also includes rupee 
value of gold acquisition by the RBI (monetisation of 
gold). 


Reserves : Movements in the reserves compriose 
changes in the foreign currency assets held by the RBI, 
Gold by the RBI and SDR balances held by the Govt.of 
India. These are recorded after excluding changes on 
account of valuation. This item does not include Reserve 
position with the IMF.

O.E.C.D.Countries- covers Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark, West Germany, Netherlands, Belgium,

Greece, Turkey and Spain. 


Exchange rates: Foreign currency transactions have 
been converted into rupees at the par/central rates upto 
June 1972 and on the basis of average of the Bank's 
spot buying and selling rates for sterling and the 
monthly averages of cross rates of non-sterling 
currencies based on London market thereafter. Effective 
March,1993, conversion is made by crossing average 
spot buying and selling rate for US Dollar in the Forex 
market and the monthly averages of cross rates of non- 
dollar currencies based on London Market.

Indian Railways 


this section includes tables providing statistics of 

passenger and qoods traffic, revenue and 

expenditure and general working of Indian 
Railways. The statistics are collected by the Ministry of 
Railways from various Zonal Railways. Production Units, 
Metropolitan Transport Projects etc. Indian Railways are 
classified as Government and Non-Government 
Railways. However statistics pertaining to Non- 
Government Railways have been discontinued w.e.f. 
1978-79. 


The Government Railways are classified by Zones as 
mentioned below: 


(i) Central (ii) Eastern 

(iii) Northern (iv) North Eastern 
(v) Northeast Frontier (vi) Southern 

(vii) South Central (viii) South Eastern 
( 


ix) Western. 


Besides above, the following 7 new Zones have also 
been set up: 


(i) East Coast (ii) East Central 

(iii) North Central (iv) North Western 
(v) South Western (vi) West Central and 
(vii) Bilaspur(Railway Zone). 


The Indian Railways are also ciassified by Gauges as 
Broad (1.676m.), Metre (1.000m) and Narrow (0.762m. 
& 0.610m.) according to the minimum distance between 
two rails in metres mentioned in brackets. 


Table 17.1 


This table provides the summary results of the general 
working of Indian Railways. The definitions of various 
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terms used in this table are given below: 


Route Kilometres: This represents the length of the 
railway routes open for traffic at the end of each year. 
In calculating the length of the route, double or more 
than double lines are counted only once. 


Gross Earnings and Working Expenses: This 
represents total earnings and expenses of Railways in an 
accounting period irrespective of whether or not the 
earnings have beer realised or expenses paid. Gross 
earnings include all earnings from passenger traffic, 
goods traffic, parcels, luggage and other miscellaneous 
sources of revenue, while working expenses include all 
expenses incurred for maintenance of structural 
works,supply of loco power, carriage and wagon stock, 
ferry steamers and harbours as well as the expenses of 
traffic departments, general electric service departments 
and other miscellaneous expenses. 


Train Kilometres: This represents the kilometres run 


-by trains carrying passengers or goods or both as well 


as the kilometres run by empty trains. No deduction is 
made for departmental trains. 


Number of Passengers and Metric Tonnes 
carried: The figures represent the number of 
passengers and weight in metric tonne of goods, 
originating on all Railways, treating passengers travelling 
or goods carried over two or more Railways as single 
journey. 
Passeneger Kilometres: and Net Tonne 
Kilometres: hese figures represent the real indices of 
the volume of passengers and goods traffic handled. 
These are arrived at by multiplying the total number of 
passengers carried and the total tonnage of goods 
carried by the respective number of kilometres, over 
which they are moved.

otor Transport in India, is primarily the 

responsibility of the State Governments and 

U.T. Administrations. Taking into account 
the changes in the road transport technology, pattern 
of passenger and freight movements, development of 
the road network in the country and particularly. the 
improved techniques in the motor vehicles 
management, the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 was 
consolidated and amended by Parliament,which is now 
available by the name Motor Vehicles Act,1988. The 
said Act empowers the Central Government to frame 
rules under certain provisions of the Act. This Aet also 
empowers the State Govts. and Union Territory Admi- 
nistrations to frame the rules under the relevant 
provisions of the Act for regulating the motor vehicle 
transportation in India.

Civil Aviation 


‘he section presents tables relating to revenue 

traffic carried by Indian scheduled operators, 

viz., Air India and Indian Airlines. These two 
Corporations came into operation in August, 1953 on 
nationalisation of air transport in India. Indian 
Airlines operates on routes inside India and on 
international routes to adjacent countries while Air India 
operates mainly on international routes. The data for 
domestic and international services have been shown 
separately. For ensuring international comparability of 
data, the standards laid down by International Civil 
Aviation Organisation (ICAO) have been adopted.

Passenger, Freight and Mail Carried- The number 
of passengers carried represents the total number of 
passengers carried on different air-routes treating 
passengers travelling by planes for two or more routes 
as having performed two or more journeys.These 
figures relating to the weight of freight and mail carried 


are expressed in tonnes. 


Passenger Kilometres Performed- The figures are 
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obtained by adding up the kilometres travelled by each 
passenger. 


Tonne Kilometres Performed- Represents aggregates 
based on the product of the tonnage of freight or mail 
as the case may be, and the distance through which 
the load was carried. The figures relating to total load 
tonne kilometres take into account all kinds of traffic 
including passengers. 


Passenger Load Factor- Represents the 
percentage of passenger kilometres flown to the 


seat kilometres available. 


Weight Load Factor-'Represents the percentage of 
tonne-kilometres performed (passenger, freight and mail) 
to the tonne kilometres available.

Table 22.1 


his section presents data on foreign tourists 
coming to India, by their nationality. For this 
purpose the Department of Tourism has 
adopted the following definition as per recommendation 


of “U.N. Conference of International Tourism, Rome, 
1963”. 


‘A foreign tourist is a person visiting India on a 
foreign passport staying at least twenty four hours in 
India and the purpose of whose journey can be classified 
under one of the following headings: 


(i) Leisure(recreation, holiday, health, study, religion 
and sport); 
(ii) Business, family, mission or meeting’. 


The following are not regarded as “foreign tourists”. 


1. Persons arriving, with or without a contract, to take 
up an occupation or engage in activities 
remunerated from within the country; 

2. Persons coming to establish residence in the 
country; 

3. “Excursionists” ie. temporary visitors staying less 
than twenty four hours in the country visited 
(including travellers on cruises). 


Statistics in this publication do not include the following: 


1. Nationals of Pakistan and Bangladesh prior to 
1981, 

2. All foreigners entering India from Bhutan by land 

3. All foreigners entering India through land routes 
along Indo-Nepal Border.. 

4. Children who are less than 3 years of age.

Labour 


his section presents data in respect of 
employment, wages and earnings, industrial 
disputes, industrial injuries and labour training. 


Attempts have been made to cover statistics regarding 
employment under the public and private sectors as far 
as figures are available. 


Table 24.1 


This table relates to all establishmets under Central 
Government, State Governments, Quasi- Government 
Organisations and Local Bodies. The information is 
based on the data collected by the Employment 
Exchanges as part of their programme for collection of 
Employment Market Information on quarterly basis. The 
information on the number of persons employed at the 
end of every quarter is compiled by the Directorate 
General of Employment & Training through the 
Employment Market Information (E M 1) Programme. 
The programme provides, inter alia, for collection, of 
employment data in the organised sector, i.e. the entire 
public sector and non-agricultural establishments 
employing 10 or more persons in the private sector. 
The data from the private sector establishments 
employing 25 or more persons are collected under the 
Employment Exchanges (Compulsory Notification of 
Vacancies) Act, 1959. The rest (employing 10 to 24 
workers)are being collected from March, 1966 onwards 
voluntarily from the employers. The non-response is 
generally small but employment in such establishments 
is estimated by the local Employment Officers on the 
basis of data furnished for previous quarters and 





included in the overall estimate of employment. 
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So far as the coverage of data is concerned, figures in 
respect of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman & Diu 
are included from March, 1970,Meghalaya from March 
1972,Jammu and Kashmir from March 1973 and those 
for Mizoram from March, 1975 onwards. The 1971 
figure for Manipur have been repeated in later years but 
excluded from March,1975 to December 1976 due to 
non-receipt of data. Data in respect of Manipur is again 
included from March,1977. Data for Andaman & 
Nicobar Islands have been included from September, 
1985. The figures do not cover Arunachal Pradesh, 
Lakshadweep, Dadra & Nagar Haveli and Sikkim as the 
EMI data collection programme has not so far been 
extended to these States/Union Territories. From 1975, 
data are based on the National Industrial Classification 
(NIC)-1970, 


Table 24.2 


This table relates to employment in Railways. As the 
regrouping of Government Railways was completed on 
14th April 1952, zone-wise information regarding 
employment in Railways is available only from that year. 
Information regarding employment in Production Units 
includes Chittaranjan Locomotive Works and Integral 
Coach Factory from 1955, Diesel Locomotive Works, 
Dandakarnya- Bolangir-Kiriburu Railway Project from 
1961 Railway Electrification Project from 1966, Wheel 
& Axle Plant from 1979, Diesal Component works 
from 1987 included earlier under Railway Board and 
other Railway office from 1980, Rail coach Factory 
from 1987 onwards. The employment in Ganga Bridge 
Project, which was shown under Works and Projects 
(Production Units) prior to 1960-61, is now under 
Eastern Railway as these projects were merged with 
Eastern Railway from 1960-61 and the employment in 
Dandakarnya- Bolangir- Kiriburu Railways Project and 
Railway Electrification Project which were shown under 
Works and Projects (Production Units) upto 31-3-1968, 
is now shown under South Eastern Railway as these 
projects were merged with the South Eastern Railway 
with effect from 1-11-1968. Besides, employment data 
for Railway Board and other Railway Offices including 
Metropolitan Transport Project (Railways), are also given 








in this table. Data for non-Government Railways have 
been discontinued from 1978, whereas the figures for 
Railway Protection Special Force personnel were 
included from 1977 onwards. The employment data 
include Groups I to IV (permanent and temporary) 
employees. 


Tables 24.3 to 24.6 


The statistics in these tables relate to factories as defined 
under the Factories Act, 1948. This Act covers factories 
employing 10 workers or more with the aid of power, 
20 workers or more without the aid of power and 
factories specially brought under the purview of the Act 
by the State Governments. The statistics of employment 
relate to persons employed directly or through any 
agency, whether for wages or not, in any manufacturing 
process or in cleaning any part of the machinery or 
premises used for a manufacturing process or any other 
kind of work incidental to or connected with the 
manufacturing process or the subject of manufacturing 
process. Thus the definition of worker as laid down in 
the Act does not cover manual workers alone but some 
clerical and supervisory personnel as well. 


The employment figures represent “average daily 
employment”. The figures of average daily employment 
are furnished by each factory by dividing the total 
attendance (man-days worked) during a year by the total 
number of working days during the year. Thus, the 
measure of employment is based on actual attendance 
and not on the physical number of persons on roll. In 
the case of non-responding factories, estimated figures 
have been given. The reported or estimated figures of 
average daily employment for all factories belonging to 
an industry group or a State are summed up to obtain 
the total average daily employment for an industry group 
or a State. 


Data from 1956 onwards relate to re-organised States 
and Union Territories and include estimated employment 
in factories not submitting returns whereas earlier figures 
relate to factories submittings returns only. 
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Table 24.3 presents industry-wise figures of employment 
in Govt. and Local Fund factories and in other factories. 
As the figures for the years 1971 onwards are being 
built up for the groups of industries according to NIC 
1970, these figures have been given against the group 
of industries under old classification considered nearest 
to the new group. Table 24.4 provides Statewise data 
for total employment in all factories. 


Table 24.5 and 24.6 present data regarding 
employment in factories according to the NIC 1987. 
Table 24.5 provides all-India figures upto 3 digit-level as 
per NIC-1987 for the years 1991,1992 and table 24.6 
gives Statewise data according to major groups of 
industries for the latest available year. 


Table 24.7 


Average daily employment in factories according to 
three broad age-categories and sex is shown in this 
table. The information relates to only factories 
submitting returns. The Factories Act,1948 defines 
adult, adolescent and child as follows: 


(i) Adult is one who has completed 18 years. 


(ii) Adolescent is one who has completed 15 years but 
not 18 years. 


(iii) Child is one who has not completed 15 years 
(children below 14 years are not permitted to work). 


Table 24.8 


This table presents estimated average daily employment 
in “Working Factories” using power. The factories 
employing 10 or more workers and using power are 
covered under section 2m(i) of the Factories Act, 1948. 
The statistics presented in the table relate to factories 
registered under this section. 


Table 24.9 


The table gives information regarding average daily 
number of workers employed in mines. The mineral- 
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wise break-up of employment in mines is given for 12 
important minerals. The method of computation of 
average daily number of workers employed is the same 
as given above for tables 24.3 to 24.6. Under the 
statutory provisions of Mines Act,1952 the Director 
General of Mines Safety collects information regarding 
number of persons employed in mines and quarries 
(except those specially exempted by Central Govt.). 
Upto 1951, the information regarding employment in 
mines was collected under the Indian Mines Act, 1923 
and thereafter it was collected under the Mines 
Act,1952. The scope of the Act changes slightly from 
timeto time. For example, by a Notification of March, 
1955, a number of hitherto exempted stone, lime-stone 
and sand excavations were brought under the purview 
of the Act. The provisions of the Act were extended to 
the state of Jammu & Kashmir from the 15th August, 
1968. 


Table 24.10 


This table shows the average daily number of persons 
employed in tea, coffee and rubber estates. The 
Directorate of Economics and Statistics, Ministry of 
Agriculture collects figures of employment from coffee 
and rubber estates every year through State 
Governments. The data for employment in tea coffee 
and rubber plantations are supplied respectively by the 
Indian Tea Board, Indian Coffee Board and the Indian 
Rubber Board. All workers in garden and outside are 
covered. According to instructions laid down, each estate 
furnishes figures of ‘average daily employment’ by 
dividing the total man-days worked during a year by a 
standard figures of 300 working days. The figures of 
“average daily employment” for individual estates are 
added up to obtain the ‘average daily employment’ for 
each industry viz.,.tea, coffee and rubber. In the csae of 
small estates of 20 hectare size and below, the 
employment is estimated by conducting sample studies. 


Table 24.11 


Statistics of employment in respect of shops,commercial 
establishments and restaurants registered under the 
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Weekly Holidays Act,1942 and Shops and Commercial 
Establishments Act in the various States are given in this 
table. These Acts are in force only in certain urban 
areas covering municipal areas, towns and cantonments, 
and hence the statistics are limited to shops and 
commercial establishments in such areas. The 
employment data are compiled by the State authorities 
either from the annual returns or from the figures 
furnished by the employers at the time of registration of 
the unit under the Act. In some cases the figures are 
collected specially by the Inspectors appointed under the 
Acts directly from the individual establishments. The 
number of shops may be more than the number of 
workers employed therein due to the fact that shops not 
employing any worker but run indepently by the owners 
themselves are also covered by the Act. 


Table 24.12 


The table shows the number of applicants on the live- 
register of Employment Exchanges. The Employment 
Exchanges which are under the control of Director 
General of Employment and Training, Ministry of 
Labour, register names of the persons seeking 
employment and help them to secure employment. It 
gives State wise data by broad occupational groups 
based on revised National Classification of Occupations, 
1968. 


Tables 24.13 to 24,15 


These tables present data about wages and earnings of 
factory workers in India. The data are collected under 
the Payment of Wages Act,1936 and relate to factories 
defined under clause (m) of section 2 of the Factories 
Act, 1948. Although from 1964 onwards the Act has 
been extended to smaller factories defined under section 
85 of the Factories Act,1948 also, such establishments 
had not been taken into account up to the year 1982 
on account of incomplete coverage. However, the 
figures relating to section 85 factories have been 
included in statistics for the year 1983 onwards. 
Earnings include basic wages, dearness allowance, over- 
time payment, other cash allowances including 


production or incentive bonus,efficiency bonus, money 
value of concessions, annual or prepaid bonus and 
arrears. Prior to 1st April,1958, the Payment of Wages 
Act,1936, was applicable only to employees earning less 
than Rs.200 per month. With the enforcement of the 
Payment of Wages(Amendment)Act, 1957 from 1st 
April, 1958 the scope of the Act was extended to cover 
persons earning more than Rs.200 but less than Rs.400 
per month. Acceptable returns for the revised wage 
groups were received only from 1961. The information 
regarding above both the wage groups for the years 
1961 to 1964 was published in the 1967 issue of this 
publication. The Payment of Wages (Amendment) 
Act,1976 extends the coverage of the Act to persons 
earning less than Rs.1000 per month. In 1982, the 
applications of the Act was further. extended to cover 
persons earning less than Rs. 1600 per month. Data 
upto 1975, therefore, relate to persons drawing less 
than Rs.400 per month, from 1976 to 1982 relate to 
persons drawing less than Rs. 1000 per month and 
from 1983 onwards relate to persons drawing less than 
Rs. 1600 per month. 


The annual returns w.e.f. the year 1971 are being 
received as per National Industrial Classification, 1970. 
Thus the data on earnings after 1970 are not strictly 
comparable with the earlier data. The coverage of the 
data collected under the Payment of Wages Act,1936 
varies from year to year as returns are not received 


from all the factories coming under the perview of the 
Act. 


Table 24.13 gives State-wise data regarding total annual 
earnings of factory workers. Figures in this table exclude 
information about Railway workshops but include those 
for Defence installations. Tables 24.14 and 24.15 
present data for per capita annual earnings of factory 
workers respectively by States and by industries. The 
earnings of workers in the seasonal industries which 
comprise food, beverages,tobacco, construction are 
excluded from those presented in these two tables. 


Table 24.16 


This table presents wages and earnings of mining labour 
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in coal and non-coal mines. The data for coal mines 
relate to average weekly earning of miners and loaders 
in December each year whereas those for other mines 
relate to average daily earnings of miners and loaders 
in December each year. The average weekly cash 
earnings in coal mines are computed by dividing the 
total payments during any complete working week in 
the month of December by the average daily attendance 
during that week. Upto 1965 the average daily 
earnings for mines other than coal were computed by 
dividing the total payment for December by the 
corresponding aggregate daily attendance. From 1966 


onwards these are computed by dividing the earnings in 
‘the month of December for a week by six. 


Table 24.17 


This table gives statistics of injuries in factories. Under 
the Factories Act, 1948, statistics of industrial accidents 
due to which affected persons are prevented from 
attending to work for a period of 48 hours or more, 
immediately following the injury, are required to be 
reported to the Factory Inspectors. For statistical 
purposes, the number of injuries is given by the number 
of persons receiving injuries as a result of an accident 
and this number is more than the actual number of 
accidents because one accident may result in injuries to 
more than one person. The data on injuries presented 
in the table relate only to factories submitting returns. 
No estimates of injuries can be made for the defaulting 
factories. The incidence rate of injuries is calculated by 
dividing the total number of injuries by the 
corresponding average daily number of workers 
employed in the factories submitting returns. 


Table 24.18 


This table shows number of accidents and number of 
persons receiving injuries in mines. The data are 
collected under the Mines Act, 1952, which has been 
recently amended as Mines (Amendment) Act, 1983. 
Some changes in the definition of serious accident have 
been brought in. Accidents have been classified into 
fatal, spot serious and reportable serious. A spot serious 
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accident is one where one or more persons have 
received “serious bodily injury”,which means “any injury 
which involves, or in all probability will involve, the 
permanent loss of any part or section of a body or use 
of any part or section of a body, or the permanent loss 
of or injury to the sight or hearing or any parmanent 
in capacity or the fracture of any bone or one or more 
joints or bones of any phalanges of hand or foot”. A 
reportable serious accident is one where one or more 
persons have received “ reportable injury” which means 


“any injury other than a serious bodily injury which 


involves, or in all probability will involve, the enforced 
absence of the injured person from work for a period 
of seventy two hours or more”. Information on 
reportable serious accidents are collected on a quarterly 
basis and complete statistics on the same is not 
available. The statistics for the year 1984 onwards 
relates to the amended definition of accidents. Data 
from 1951 to 1967 cover whole of the Indian Union 
except Jammu and Kashmir. 


Table 24.19 


The table shows the State wise distribution of number 
of disputes,workers involved and number of man-days 
lost on account of industrial disputes resulting in work- 
stoppages. The data are collected on a voluntary basis 
by the State authorities and the Regional Labour 
Commissioners (Central) who furnish consolidated 
returns to the Labour Bureau. The figures of number of 
workers involved relate to the maximum number of 
workers involved on any day during the course of work- 
stoppage as known upto by the date of reporting. The 
figures of man-days lost are calculated by adding up 
actual vacancies caused by the work-stoppage on each 
working day. Scheduled holidays during the period of 
work stoppage are not taken into account in the 
calculation of man-days lost. 


Table 24.20 


This table shows all-India figures of industrial disputes by 
casues of disputes. 
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Table 24.21 


The data included in the table relate to compensated 
injuries under the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1923 
and are based on annual returns received under the Act 
from State Governments, Posts and Telecommunications 
Departments and Railway Board for different zonal 
railways. Under the Act, compensation is payable to 
workers employed in scheduled employment for injuries 
due to accident resulting in death or disablement for 
more than 3 days provided that it is not caused through 
the fault of the worker himself. As all the injuries are 
not compensated, the number of compensated injuries 
do not reflect the total number of injuries occuring. 
Further many of the establishments covered by the 
Workmen's Compensation Act fail to submit returns and 
hence information received by the State Authorities 
about the number of compensated injuries and the 
amount of compensation paid is incomplete. In 
establishments covered by the Employees State 
Insurance Act, compensation in respect of injuries is 
paid under that Act and not under the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act. This limitation affects the trend and 
comparability of the statistics of compensated injuries. 


Table 24.22 


This table presents data on employment in insurance. 


The information upto the year 1974-75 was collected 
by the Central Statistical Orgaisation, Depatment of 
Statistics. From 1975-76 onwards, the information has 
been furnished by the Ministry of Finance in respect of 
Life Insurance Corporation and General Insurance 
Corporation but this excludes four State Insurance funds 
which account for less than half percent of total 
employment in the insurance sector. 


Table 24.23 


The table presents data on the number of banks and 
number of persons employed in the banking sector 
separately in respect of scheduled and non-scheduled 
banks and in regional rural banks and in the Reserve 
Bank of India. Information is collected by the Reserve 
Bank of India. 


Tables 24.24 


These are two tables which give the number of persons 
employed in ports in India. The first one gives the staff 
strength in major, ports and the second one shows the 
data regarding number of dock workers registered with 
Dock Labour Board at major ports.

(iv) Spot prices of gold and silver at Bombay. 


Office of the Economic Adviser to the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Industry has been publishing the 
Index Number of Wholesale Prices with effect from 
January 10, 1942 onwards. The Consumer Price Index 
Numbers for Industrial Workers and for Agricultural 
Labourers and Rural Labourers are computed by the 
Bureau,Ministry of Labour and are published in their 
monthly publication “Indian Labour Journal” and annual 
publication “Indian Labour Statistics”. Index Number of 
Consumer Prices for Urban Non-manual Employees are 
prepared by the Central Statistical Organisation and 
published in the monthly publication ‘Monthly Abstract 
of Statistics’. The Index Numbers of Security Prices in 
India and spot prices of gold and silver at Bombay are 
computed by the Reserve Bank of India and are 
published in their monthly publication ‘Reserve Bank of 
India Bulletin’.

This table provides data in respect of the revised 
(current) series of Index Numbers of Wholesale Prices in 
India with base 1981-82=100. This series was 
introduced with effect from July, 1989 on the basis of 
the recommenda-tions of Working Group on Revision of 
Index Numbers of Wholesale Prices in India under the 
Chairmanship of Dr. C. Rangarajan, Dy. Governor, 
Reserve Bank of India. This revised series replaced the 


hitherto operated Wholesale Price Index Series which 
had 1970-71 as its base year. 


All the important items transacted in the economy have 
been included to the extent feasible. The revised series 
has a substantially enlarged coverage in terms of both 
the number of commodities and the number of varieties/ 
grades and markets thereof. The revised series includes 
as many as 447 individual items and 2371 price 
quotations under the three major groups, namely, (1) 
Primary Articles (93 item and 519 quotations), (2) Fuel, 
Power Light & Lubricants (20 items and 73 quotations), 
and (3) Manufactured Products (3) Manufactured 
Products(334 items and 1779 quotations). 


The coverage of items has been rationalised in the 
revised series by incorporating important and newly 
emerging items, deleting unimportant ones; splitting 
certain items into important grades and treating each 
grade as a separate item; and amalgamating less 
important items with the akin ones. Certain distinct 
improvements have also been effected in the design of 
the weighting ‘pattern for the revised series, Firstly, the 
value of output of the unorganised/unregistered 
manufacturing sector has also been considered in the 


‘revised series (Base 1981-82) as against only the value 


pee

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of output of the organised sector used in the case of the 
1970-71 series. Secondly, the revised series has mostly 
used the marketed surplus of agricultural commodities in 
place of the marketable surplus ratios applicable in the 
case of the base 1970-71 series. Thirdly, these 
marketed surplus ratios relate to the base year (1981- 
82) for the revised series as against the ratios pertaining 
to 1950s and early 1960s for the base 1970-71 series. 


Weighting Diagram :- 


The weighting diagram has been prepared on the basis 
of the entire volume of transactions in the economy. 
The value of non-selected commodities has been 
allocated to those selected items whose nature and price 
trends are similar. 


Within ‘Primary Articles’, individual commodities have 
been assigned weights on the basis of the average value 
of output during the triennium ending 1981-82. 
However, in the case of ‘Manufactured Products’ and 
‘Fuel, Power, Light & Lubricants’, the data on value of 
production as per Annual Survey of Industries, 1980-81 
has been used for allotment of weights. 


In the revised series ‘Primary Articles’has sharply 
declined while that of ‘Manufactured Products’ has gone 
up considerably. This situation has arisen as a 
consequence of a relatively slower growth in the 
agriculture sector, particularly, ‘Food Articles’, as 
compared to manufacturing and also due to the 
inclusion of value of production of the unorganised 


manufacturing sector in the case of manufactured 
products. 


Collection of Prices :- 


Weekly price quotations for the prescribed varieties on 
or about each Friday are collected. As regards the 
nature of price quotations, they represent wholesale 
transactions in the primary markets for agricultural 
commodities and generally ex-works, ex-mine and 
F.O.R. destination prices for non-agricultural items. The 
ex-works, ex-mine and F.0.R. prices normally 
correspond to producers prices rather than‘ to wholesale 
prices and are inclusive of central excise duty but 
exclusive of sales tax and other levies. There is no 
change in the system of price collection between the 
previous series and the revised series. 


Method of calculation :- 


The current series is calculated on the principle of 
weighted arithmetic mean as in the previous series. The 


price relatives are calculated as the percentage ratios 
which current prices bear to those prevailing in the base 
period. In other wards, the price relative for each 
variety/quotation is calculated by dividing the current 
price by the corresponding base period (1981-82) price 
and multiplying the resulting figure by 100. The 
commodity index is arrived at as the simple arithmetic 
average of the price relatives of varieties/quotations 
selected for that commoditiy. The indices for the sub- 
groups/groups/major groups of commodities are in turn, 
worked out as the weighted arithmetic mean of the 
indices of the items/sub-groups/groups falling under 
their respective heads. 


Linking factor :- 


In order to maintain continuity in the time series data 
on wholesale price index, it is necessary to provide a 
linking factor so that the new series can be compared 
with the old series. There are several methods available 
for linking a new wholesale price index (WP)) series with 
an old one. Some of the most common and widely used 
methods among these are:- 


(a) Arthmetic conversion method. 
(b) Ratio method and 
(c) Regression method 


Out of these three methods, the arithmetic conversion 
method is the simplest to adopt and often, the most 
convenient method from an operational point of view. 
The choice of the method to use for linking two diffrent 
WPI series is left to the data users. 


Table 26.2 


This table presents the Consumer Price Index Number 
for Industrial Workers on base 1982=100 by various 
centres. The Labour Bureau is compiling this series on 
base 1982=100 w.e.f. October 1988 index in respect 
of 70 important centres belonging to Factory, Mining 
and Plantation sectors. The weighting diagrams for the 
compilation of Consumer Price Index Numbers are 
based on the average consumption expenditure of the 
working class family as revealed by the Family Income 


Prices 


and Expenditure Survey conducted during 1981-82. 
Uniform scientific procedure is adopted under the 
guidance of Technical Advisory Committee on Statistics 
of Prices & Cost of Living (TAC on SPCL). The 
selection of markets, shops and outlets for the collection 
of retail price data at each of the centres, was made on 
the basis of their popularity among the working class 
population after making on the spot investigations in 
collaboration with the respective State Govts. and 
representatives of employers and employees. The 
weighting pattern was derived at the centre-level and 
monthly indices are compiled every month. The weight 
assigned to each centre is determined by taking product 
of the average consumption expenditure level based on 
the indices of 70 centres. A weighted average All-India 
Index is also compiled every month. The weight 
assigned to each centre is determined by taking product 
of the average consumption expenditure and number of 
families reppresented by a centre as a ratio of sum of 
such product over all the centres. 


For further details regarding scope, methodology, etc., 
a reference may be made to the January, 1989 issue of 
the ‘Indian Labour Journal’. The monthly indices are 
also regularly published in the ‘Indian Labour Journal’. 


Table 26.3 


The table presents Consumer Price Index Number data 
on the revised base 1984-85=100, which is based on 
a family budget of the non-manual employees 
population conducted during 1982-83 at 59 selected 
centres of the country. The revised index is being issued 
from November 1987 onwards. A non-manual 
employee family for purpose of this survey was defined 
as one “which derived 50 per cent or more of its 
income during the reference month from the reference 
month from the earnings of its members who are 
gainfully occupied as employees in non-manual work in 
non-agricultural sectors”. These indices, measure the 
average change in consumer prices over time at a 
particular centre amd cannot be used for the comparison 
of costliness - of costliness of different centres. For 
details regarding scope and Methodology etc. please 
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refer to April,1989 issue of the Monthly Abstract of 
Statistics published by the Central Statistical 
Organisation. 


Table 26.4 and 26.5 


The tables present Consumer Price Index Number for 
Agricultural Labourers and Rural Labourers on base 
1986-87=100. The Labour Bureau has switched over to 
this new series of Consumer Price Index Numbers for 
Agricultural and Rural Labourers on base 1986-97=100 
replacing the old series base (1960-61) with effect from 
November,1995. The Weighting diagram for the new 
series base (1986-87=100) for all the 20 States and All 
India have beeen derived from the consumer 
expenditure data based on Central Samples collected by 
the National Sample Survey Organisation during 38th 
Round conducted in 1983. For details regarding scope 
and method of construction reference may be made to 
the February, 1996 issue of the “Indian Labours 
Journal” published by the Labour Bureau.

The table presents the series of index number of 
security prices with base 1980-81=100. It is based on 
557 scrips generally selected on the basis of their 
activities in the market and the size of their market value 
during the base year; and compiled for two different 
types of securities viz.,(1) Govt. and Semi-Govt. 
securities (2) ordinary shares. Weights in respect of 


Government securities are proportional to the amounts 
outstanding as on March 31, 1981 in respect of all the 
securities quoted on the three principal stock exchanges 
at Mumbai, Calcutta and Chennai, whereas weights for 
group and subgroup indices of ordinary shares are 
proportional to the aggregate average market value of 
share capital of all the companies belonging to the 
group/sub-group and quoted on the respective five stock 
exchanges at Mumbai Calcutta, Chennai, Delhi and 
Ahmedabad as on March 31, 1981. The indices are 
calculated from the weekly average prices,obtained as 
the average of daily closing quotations in the weeks 
ending Saturday for the sample scrips. Average price 
quotations of scrips during the base year represent the 
arithmatic mean of daily closing quotations for the whole 
year. For details regarding the method of compilation of 
indices for current series with base 1980-81=100,a 
reference may be made to the article published in the 
July 1985 issue of R.B.I. Bulletin.

Income Tax 


tatistics presented in this section relate to 

returned income in respect of all returns with 

taxable income received by the Income Tax 
Department for the relevant assessment years. The 
coverage is based on returns and stements known as 
150G prepared by the field. 


Estimates are based ona sample of returns. Due to 
uneven receipt of summary sheets from field offices, 
susbstancial variation in the sampling fractions 
amongst the states and the status have been noticed. 
However, the tables in this Section provide estimates 
within reasonable margin of error at the All India Level. 


The coverage of income tax statistics published earlier 
{upto 1983-84) was limited to the number of 


assessment forms received for tabulation by the 


Directorate of Inspection, Department of Income Tax 
and for the income tax statistics upto 1983-84, the 
earlier issues of publication may be referred. 


The number of returns shown are those returns 
declaring incomes above taxable limits relating to 
relevant assessment year (AY) 


Returned Income: Income returned by the assessee 
namely the ‘total income’ as given in the return. 


Tax Payable: Tax including surchage on returned 
income.

his section presents data on exchange and 
money rates, price of bullion and government 
securities, coinage and currency. The sources 
ot data regarding coinage are the Mint Masters of the 


Bombay and Calcutta Mints and for the other tables 
the Reserve Bank of India. 


Table 30.1 


This table provides data regarding Money Rates in 
India which are defined as the rates at which the 
various classes of banks in the country are prepared 
to discount or rediscount bills of exchange, to give 
loans and advances, or to accept deposits. Various 
money rates mentioned in this table are described 
below: 


Reserve Bank of India 


Bank Rate - The standard rate at which the Reserve 
Bank of India is prepared to buy or rediscount bills of 
exchange or other commercial paper eligible for 
purchase under the Reserve Bank of India Act,1934. 
The Bank Rate was raised from 10.00 per cent to 
11.00 per cent from July 4,1991. It was further 
revised from, 11.00 per cent to 12.00 per cent from 
October 8,1991. The Bank Rate was further reduced 
by one percentage point to 11.00 per cent with 
effect from the close of business on April 15, 1997. 
It was again revised to 10.00 per cent with effect 
from the close of business on June 25,1997. The 
Bank Rate was further reduced by one percentage 
point to 9.00 per cent with effect from October 21, 
1997 which was raised to 11.00 per cent annum with 
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effect from the close of business on January 16,1998. 
The Bank Rate was further reduced to 10.50 per 
cent effective March 18,1998. Effective April 2, 
1998, the Bank Rate was reduced by one-half of one 
percentage point to 10.00 per cent, which was 
further reduced by one percentage point to 9.00 per 
cent per annum effective April 29, 1998. 


State Bank of India 


Discount Rate - The rate at which the State Bank 
of India discounts commercial bills for first three month 
months. The discount rate was reduced to 16.00 per 
cent effective March 1, 1993 and further to 14.00 
per cent effective September 9, 1993. 


Advance Rate - The Bank’s prime lending rate, 
which regulates all interest rates for the various 
categories and classes of advances granted by the 
Bank. 


Demand Loan Rate - Basic advance rate at which 
the State Bank of India grants demand loans to 
scheduled commercial banks against Government 
securities. Call loans to co-operative banks against 
Government securities are granted at a rate lower 
than call loan rate to other commercial banks. 


Other selected major Scheduled Commercial 
banks 


Call Money Rate - Relates to inter-bank advances 
repayable on call at the option of the lender. Deposits 
requiring prior notice of any type for repayment are 
not included while over-night deposits are included. 
Weighted average of borrowing rates reported by 
selected banks, weights being proportional to amounts 
borrowed.

Number and value of coins minted- Figures relate to 
coins minted by India Government Mints, Bombay and 
Calcutta. Indian mints have also minted coins for 
foreign countries like East Africa, Sri Lanka Bhutan, 
Malaysia, Straits Settlements, Iraq and Egypt, the 
figures for the number and value of which are shown 
in brackets. Coins have been classified according to 
their metal content described as under. 


Cupro-Nickel - [Includes 10 naya paise, 5 naya paise 
and 2 naya paise introduced on Ist April, 1957. This 
also includes 50 paise and 25 paise introduced in 
January, 1972 and 50 paise commemorative coins 
introduced on the occassion of the 25th Anniversary 
(Silver Jublee) of india’s Independence in August, 
1972 in addition to 50 paise coins with development 
oriented designs introduced on 15 August, 1973. This 
also includes 2 Rupee and 50 paise coins (IXth Asian 
games, Delhi)introduced on 3-12-82 and 1 Rupee and 
50 paise (National Integration) coins introduced on 20- 
12-82. On the occasion of International Youth Year 
1985, Proof Coins having the denominations of 10 
Rupee and 1 Rupee were minted/introduced in the 
year 1986-87 and uncirculated coins having the 
denomination of Rupee 10 were minted/introduced in 
the year 1986-87 and 1987-88. 


Aluminium Magnesium- Coins of this metal were 
first introdGced in 1964-65 and it includes 1 paise, 2 
paise, 3 paise and 5 paise coins. 1 paise cdins were 
introduced in October, 1965; 2 paise coins in July, 
1965; 3 paise coins in October, 1964; 5 paise coins 
in January, 1967 and 10 paise coins in October, 
1971 and also includes 10 paise with development 
oriented designs (Planned Families - Food for All) coins 
introduced from the 15th August, 1974. This also 
includes 20 paise and 10 paise (National Integration) 
coins introduced on 12-10-82.

Notes in Circulation - Comprise the notes held 
outside the Reserve Bank,i.e. by the public, banks, 
treasuries, etc. One rupee notes and coins issued by 
the Government of India are excluded. 


Gold coins & bullion and foreign securities - As 
required in Section 33(2) of the Reserve Bank of India 
Act,the aggregate value of the gold coin,gold bullion 
and foreign securities held in the Issue Department at 
any time should not be less than Rs.200 crores. Of 
this,the aggregate value of the gold coin and gold 
bullion should not be less than Rs. 115 crores. 


Foreign Security - Represents securities payable in 
the currency of any foreign country which is a 
member of the International Monetary Fund. 


Rupee Coin - Represents the face value of the whole 
rupees held at the offices of the Issue Department of 
the Reserve Bank of India and in currency chests at 
offices and branches of the Bank and its agencies and 
sub-agencies including Treasury agencies. Since July 
1940, Rupee coin holdings include one Rupee notes 
issued by the Government of India under the Currency 
Ordinance,1940. Mahatma Gandhi Birth Centenary 
ten Rupee silver coins and World Food and 
Agriculture Organisation commemorative ten Rupee 
silver coins and Independence Day Silver Jubilee ten 
Rupee coins issued by the Government of India in 
October, 1969, October, 1970 and August, 1972 and 
two Rupee coins issued since November 1982 are 
also included. 


Government of India Rupee Secutiries - These are 
securities of any maturity issued by the Central 
Government in respect of public loans and also 
include rediscounted treasury bills and Government of 
India adhoc treasury bills issued to the Reserve Bank. 
The securities are valued yearly at the market rates 
on the last working day of the month of June. 
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Table 30.5 


Money Stock Measures (M1) consist of currency with 
the public (notes and coins in circulation less cash in 
hand with banks) and deposit money of the public. 


Notes - Comprise the notes issued by the 
Government of India upto April 1935 and the Reserve 
Bank since then, less the notes held in the Banking 
Department of the Reserve Bank. These comprise 
therefore, the notes, held outside the Reserve Bank 
i.e., by the public, banks, treasuries, etc., and are net 
of return of about Rs.43 crores of Indian notes from 
Pakistan upto April 1985. 


Rupee coin- As in the case of notes, holdings in the 
Banking Department of the Reserve Bank of India are 
excluded, but Rupee coin held by Government 
Treasuries as part of Treasury balances and those held 
by banks have been included. Ten Rupee 
commemorative coins issued since October 1969, two 
Rupee coins issued since November 1982 and five 
Rupee coins issued since November 1985 are also 
included under Rupee coins. Figures are also net of 
an estimated amount of Rs. 15 crores of Indian 
Rupee coin in circulation in Pakistan. 


Small coins- The circulation of small coins as 
presented in table 30.4 includes also small coins held 
by the Government, Treasuries and banks. As in the 
case of Rupee coins, holdings of small coins in the 
Banking Department of the Reserve Bank of India are 
excluded. Figures relate to the last day of the period. 


Cash in hand with banks- Relates to such holdings 
of commercial and co-operative banks coming under 
the purview of the Banking Regulation Act, 1949.

of houses, condition of the house structure, 

investments on dwellings and the amenities 
available in the houses. Tables included here are mostly 
based on data collected by the Office of the Registrar 
General of India,Ministry of Home Affairs at the time of 
house listing for the two Censuses conducted in 1981 
and 1991 and the reports of the 44th Round and 50th 
Round of Survey by National Sample Survey 
Organisation,Ministry of Planning and Programme 
Implementation.Office of the Registrar General of India 
brings out a number of publications on Houses and 
household amenities covering the results of 
Census,however still some of the detailed data on 
housing based on 1991 Census are awaited. National 
Sample Survey Organisation presents the important 
results of its surveys conducted in different rounds in its 
quarterly journal Sarvekshana. Besides these two 
agencies, National Building Organisations, Ministry of 
Urban Affairs and Employment periodically collects data 
on investment in building etc. the summary results of 
which have been shown in some of the tables 
presented in this section. 


Tables 36.1 and 36.2 


These tables present data on occupied residential 
houses,households, size of household in Census years 
1981 and 1991. Table 36.2 provides percentage 
distribution of occupied census houses by the type of 
uses to which they are put in the twp censuses. 
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Tables 36.3 to 36.5 


The first two tables here provide data on distribution of 
households by type (independeent house, flat,chawl/ 
basti, others) of the dwellings and the structure of house

CHAPTER 37 





Local Bodies 


he term ‘Local Bodies’ refers to such institutions 

of Government which carry on the local affairs 

viz., Corporations, Municipalities, Notified Area 
Committees, Town Area Committees, District Boards, 
Panchayats etc. This section, however, presents data 
regarding income and expenditure of Municipal 
Corporations only. The information has been supplied 
by the individual corporations. 


Municipal Corporations are relatively the most developed 
form of Local Self Government and have generally been 
established in metropolitan areas or big cities. By and 
large these have been constituted under specific 
legislative enactment. With growth of cities, corporations 
have been established in number of towns. They have 
wider powers and they enjoy more autonomy than the 
other local bodies. The chief executive authority of a 
corporation is the Commissioner who is independent of 
the elected body. 


The corporation elects its Mayor and Deputy Mayor out 
of the elected members.

CHAPTER 38 





Electoral Statistics 


his section provides results of the election to 

‘both Houses of the Parliament and to the State 

Legislative Assemblies and Councils, bringing 
out broadly the salient features of the electorate in the 
country. 


Under the Indian Constitution there shall be a 
Parliament for the Union of India consisting of the 
President and two houses to be known respectively as 
the Council of States (Rajya Sabha) and the House of 
People (Lok Sabha). Similarly in each State, there shall 
be a legislature consisting of either one House known 
as the Legislative Assembly (Vidhan Sabha) or two 
houses known as the Legislative Council (Vidhan 
Parishad) and the Legislative Assembly (Vidhan Sabha). 
The election to the House of People and to the 
Legislative Assemblies of every State shall be on the 
basis of universal adult suffrage;that is to say every 
person who is a citizen of India and has attained the 
age of 18 years, if not otherwise disqualified, shall be 
entitled to be a voter at any such election. 


The Legislative Assembly of each State is to be 
composed of members chosen by direct election . The 
total number of members in the legislative Assembly of 
State shall not in any case be more than 500 or less 
than 60 while Special provisions have been made to 
provide for 40 seats in the Legislative Assemblies of the 
States of Goa and Mizoram respectivey. Similarly for 
the Union Territory of Pondicherry, provision has been 
made in the constitution to provide for 30 seats in the 
Legislative Assembly. The strength of the electoral 
college of the Union Territories is laid down in the 
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provisions of the Representation of the People 
Act,1950. 


Representation in the Legislative Council of each State, 
where there is such a Council will be confined to Local 
Authorities, University Graduates and Teachers, 
Nominees of the Government and elected 
representatives of the Legislative Assembly.

These two tables show the number of voters and seats 
in each State for the purpose of election to the House 
of People and the Legislative Assemblies respectively. 


In these two tables, column 3 shows total number of 
electors (voters) in all constituencies whereas column 4 
shows the number of votes polled. The percentage of 
votes polled to total votes in contested constituencies is 
shown in column 6. This indicates the extent to which 
the voters exercised their franchise. The difference 
between “votes polled” and “valid votes polled” shows 
the number of votes which were polled either wrongly 
or were rejected.
